The Japanese delegate, Sugiinura, 
touched on racial equality, declar­ 
ing it to be imperative that there 
should be no discrimination by any 
country against the ships or prod­ 
ucts of foreigners. 
De Steffani told the delegates that 
the pressure of populations consti­ 
tutes one of the greatest dangers tor 
disturbing the world’s peace. 
Man, 
he said, constituted the world’s most 
noble raw material. 
“I repeat,” said the Italian, “the 
declaration I made in London, when 
the Dawes plan was adopted. 
That 
is, that the most essential condition 
for the new era of peace is complete 
liberty of movement of peoples and 
products.”

lived alone he would not be given the exemption. 
The same holds 
true of a woman. 
To secure the exemption she must have some-1 
one else maintaining a home with her. 
Otherwise there is no 
change in the rules to be applied in assessing over other years.

Dempsey-Wills match, the contract 
which he brings hack from Texas is 
said to bind Dempsey to fight any 
opponent he selects. 
If Rickard flashes such a contract 
he will place the commission in one 
of its well known fixes.

“Gentlemen, here are 
the papers. 
Which one Is Dempsey 
to fight on your guarantee th a t the 
fight can be held?” 
Farley, unless he does a hack-flop, 
would have to vote for Wills.
